Atter the tali o: Na- 
poleon the impoverished Uburch regalued sume 
of its former iuflueiice aud privileges uuder the 
Bourbon dynasty, but its old dumimataon cuuld 
no longer be maintained, and under the Liberal 
governments that succeeded, its exelusive 
claims to recognition as the State's religiuus 
confessor were no louger to be tolerated. Pro- 
testants and Jews formed such numerous and 
clamvurous minorities that their vuices could not 
be silenced, and the Freuch Goverument found 
themselves obliged to choose between two cour- 
ses: either to boldly sever the connectiun be- 
tween Church ,and State altogether, or w re 
cognise and subsidise three Swate churches 
instead of ones'l'hey chose the latter alternative, 
which, after all, has probabiy only proved 
a stepping stone to the former. ‘I'he UVathulic, 
the Protestant Reformed, and the Jewish 
churches in France ail enjoy subsidies trom the 
State, aiid-are all subjected to sume sort of 
State supervision. ‘This system, thyugh it has 
been long in operation, doves not seem to 
satisfy the Catholic hierarchy, which longs for 
areturn to the old state of things, and is, 
rightly or wrongly, accused of couspiring - to 
bring it about. Vousequently there is cuntinual 
friction between the Kepublican State and the 
Catholic Church, which has at last culminated . 
in the introduction of a Bill in the French 
Chamber tor the separation of Church and 
State. To this complexion it must come at 
last. The whole trend of modern ideas and 
modern policy is in this direction. ‘The greatest 
Republic in the world, established by the 
descendants of English Puritans exiled to the 
New World on account of their religious 
opinions, announced this priuciple in its 
Declaration of Iudependeuve, All the new 
nations springing into existence in the English 
self-governing Uolonies have adupted it. It 
is the natural corollary of complete reli- 
gious freedom. A nation in the twentieth 
century cannot suffer its evolution to be 
clogged and hampered by an ecclesiastical 
system which was eminently suited to the tenth. 
Kven in England, where there is no question 
of Disestavlishment within the range of prac 
tical politics, we see the important work of 
national education hindered by the quarrels of 
contending sects over the schools. In the 
United States of America no religious lesson is 
given in the national schools, for there 1s no 
national religion. ‘I'he children are left to learn 
their religion at hume or in the Sunday schools. 
in Great Britain many of the peopie who inte- 
rest themselves in education aud interfere in 
educational matters do so simply to assist in 
propogating the religious opinions of their own 
particular denomination. 

And this is the chiet grievance of the French 
Republicans agaist the clerical party in 
France. ‘They allege that the priests and 
monks engage in educational work not for its 
own sake, noreven for the sake of religion, 
but as'a means of political proselytism. M. 
Combes and his friends hoped to put an 
end to the stifled and subterranean warfare 
carried on between the Republic nd the 
VUhurch of France, by divorcing the Charch 
frum the State aitoyether. But success would 
nut have extiuguisued eituer the hostility or 
the activity of the former. If released from 
all responsibility to the Governmeut, and with 
no more dependence upou it tor financial aid, 
the Uhurch woud be tree to throw its immense 
weight into the scale agaist the men who 
had cast it out,

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CHURCH AND STATE IN FRANOE,

and the Church are twins, says the Arabic 
adage, and the subjection of civil polity and 
social life to the authority of a religious creed 
has been conscientiously carried out by all the 
nations which follow the teaching of the 
Arabian Prophet with, it must be admitted 
even by the warmest admirers and stoutest 
defenders of the Faith of Islam, very ~disap- 
pointing results. The fatal result of a atead- 
fast adherence to a rigid system of dogma and 
ceremonial framed to meet the needs of society 
as it existed in Arabia thirteen hundred years 
ago is visible in the political condition of the 


of an independent existence or of united 
action, they are fast passing into the hands or 
under the control of the aliens and foreigners 
whom they formerly met and fought on equal 
terms. And a similar decadence has overtaken 
the Latin nations of Christendom which have 
persisted in their loyalty to a spiritual 


exigencies of the Middle Ages, and which 
has become an auachronism in the world uf 
to-day. Spain and Portugal are now of little 
more account in the world than Turkey or 
Morocco. The Renaissance and the Reforma- 
tion were the fruits of the awakening of the 
peoples of Europe to the fact that it was im- 
possible for the human intelligence to remain 
for ever chained to an unchangeable system 
of social and ethical laws and regulations. 
Even after the Protestant Reformation the 
old idea of the necessity for the supremacy of 
the Church over the State re-asserted itself 
among the recently enfranchised nations. The 
Puritans in England aimed at the establish- 
ment of a theocracy on the model of that 
described in the Pentateuch : and discerning 
men among the Presbyterians of Scotland ob- 
served that “new Presbyter was only old 
Priest writ large.” But the march of Rational- 
ism, once started, could not be arrested 
by the zealots of the Kirk any more than 
by the fanatics of the Inquisition. The 
forms of religion were still strictly ob- 
served, but they were no longer allowed 
to direct the policy of the country. But 
the nations which adhered to the older forms 
lost ground continually. The state of Spain 
and Portugal we have already remarked 
upon ; Catholic Poland was torn in pieces 
by its neighbours ; - Catholic Austria was 
thrust from the hegemony of Germany by 
Protestant Prussia. France, the eldest daughter 
of the Church, the champion of the Catholic 
cause in Europe, was beaten and humiliated 
by England, stripped of her colonies, made 
bankrupt both of fame and credit. Then her 
people, furious at the system which had 
brought the country to such pass, rose 
in arms against it. ‘They tore down the altars,

IMPORTANT ARTICLE. 


Sir Hanbury Brown contributes an inte- 
resting and important article on the control 
of the Nile. in “Public Works” for January. 
We extract the following passages :— 
TRUE FUNCTIONS OF THE NILE DAMS. | 

''wo popular errors are prevalent concern- 
ing the Assouan Dam and the Assiout Barrage. 
One is that the Assouan Dam moderates a 


high flood and increases a low flood. 
This is not the case. The flood is not in 
apy way affected either in volume or 


level except immediately above the dam, 
where the heading up, due to the obstruc- 
tion: of the dam, may raise the river level 
34 metres as & maximum in an extreme 
flood. In Egypt, north of Assouan, the flood 
conditions remain unaltered by the construc- 
tion of the dam. The function of the dam 
is to store water for the purpose of increas- 
ing the river discharge in the months of 
lowest supply, which come before the river 
commences to rise. For the full benefit to 
have been obtained from the reservoir, the 
stored Water should have been all discharged 
by the date on which the rise of the river 
is sufficiently advanced for the natural flow 
to require no supplementing. 

The-second popular error is that there are 
two reservoirs—one at Assouan and one at 
Assiout. This is wrong, in that there is no 
reservoir at all at Assiout. The Assiout Bar- 
rage isa work of distribution, not of storage. 
Its duty is to raise the river ‘level to that 
height which gives to the perennial canal of 
Middle Egypt its fair share of the river dis- 
charge, while the balance passes through the 
barrage to irrigate Lower Egypt. 


UPPER NILE PROBLEMS, 


There are difficult, yet interesting, problems 
to be solved concerning the control of the Nile 
between its sources and Wady Halfa. 

‘here is the question to be considered as to 
whether the Equatorial lakes in Uganda and 
Lake ‘I'sana in Abyssinia can be utilised as 
reservoirs. ‘I'hey have the defect of being too 
large in relation to their catchment areas and 
rainfail, the Equatorial lakes especially, which, 
on that accuunt, have limitations as storage 
basins, of such a definite order, that the state- 
ment that ‘‘Kyypt bas inexhaustible supplies 
of water at the sources of the Nile, from which 
to add to the summer discharges of the river,” 
betrays a want of just appreciation of those 
limitatiuns.. But whatever may be their dis- 
qualifications on this account, there is an 
almost tatal objection to both as storage reser- 
voirs, in that, whatever increase of discharge 
may be produced at the point of outflow from 
the reservoir, the water has to pass through 
the region of the swamps, where it spreads out 
over au enormous area, and is lost by evapera- 
tion and absurption. So that it is useless 
to coutemplate reservoirs in these far-away 
lakes till the problems of the “sadd” have been 
solved. 

Stress has been laid upon the limitations of 
the equatorial lakes as possible storage reser- 
yoirs, with the ‘object of correcting the extra- 
vagant ideas prevailing as to their unlimited 
poteutialities. lt is, uevertheless, true (if the 
uncertain data as to discharges given in the 
blue Book are tacts) that sufficient water could 
be stured in four months tu increase the dis- 
charge for the remairing eight mouths of the 
year to the full extent.required. If a barrage 
were made (and it could be made for 
£1,000,000) on the river below the point 
where the Victoria Nile delivers the Victoria 
Lake contribution to the Albert Lake, and if, 
for four months, 25,000,000 cubic metres a 
day only were allowed, tur the sake of naviga- 
tion, to pass this barrage, and the remainder 
of the discharge were retained in Lake 
Albert, the quantity stored would amount to 
5,000,000,000 cubic metres ; enough to in- 
crease the river discharge for the remaining 
eight mouths from its present mean of 769 
cubic metres a secund to 1,000 cubic metres a 
second, which is all that Egypt requires for its 
full development. 

STRENGTH OF THE ASSOUAN DAM. 

The Assouan Dam has now been tested 
through two seasons, and has shown no sigus 
of weakness. But there have not been wanting 
alarmists to prophesy that the Nile will burst 
its bonds in sunder. The latest was a popular 
writer of sensational fiction, who, atter a re- 
cent visit to Assouan, published his impres- 
sion that he saw the dam leaking badly, not 
merely “weeping.” On inquiry being made of 
irrigation men on leave in England as to what 
gave rise to this impression, it was suggested 
that the visitor must have been suffering from 
the inspiration under the influence of which he 
writes his books, or else must have mistaken 
the discharge through the sluices for leaks. If 
the latter, he was quite justified in considering 
“the leaks” alarming.
